Typo Union Wins 
Wage Raise in S.F. 


By a Typo Union Member 


SAN FRANCISCO. — Typo- 
graphical Union No. 21 adopted 
a new scale at a special meeting 
Sunday, July 12. The proposi- 
tion from the newspaper pub- 
lishers as accepted provides for 
a 40 cents a day increase, ef- 
fective for one year, and an ad- 
ditional 20 cents for the second 
year. Priority on extra work, 
which prevents “freezing out” 
by the foreman, is also provided 
for. 

The objectionable features of 
the contract are that it runs for 
two years, in the face of prob- 
able rise in living costs, and that 
it earries a rider calling for ar- 
bitration at the expiration of the 
agreement. However, though dis- 
satisfied with the small raise and 
arbitration, many members feel 
that after years of toadying to 
the bosses on the part of local 
officials it was the best settle- 
ment that could be secured by 
Vice president Baker of the In- 
ternational who handled the ne 
gotiations. 

It was only after a strike-scanc- 
tion had been called for at a 
previous meeting that any offer 
other than renéwal of the pre- 
vious agreement could be had 
from the publishers.
